Mr. K. Overplays 
The Bully’s Hand 


For the present, at least, President 
Eisenhower and the West have won a 
major diplomatic victory over Nikita 
Khrushchev in the United Nations. 

Whether the victory resulted from the 
desire of the new African states not to 
become embroiled in the cold war strug- 
gle is beside the point. The fact is that 
Khrushchev’s crude efforts to intrude in 
the Congo and to become a dominant fac- 
tor in Africa temporarily has been foiled. 

It is now obvious that Khrushchev 
came to the United Nations with the in- 
tention of transforming it into an agency 
to further Communist imperialism. His 
attacks on Eisenhower, Hammarskjold 
and the U.N. structure itself were so 
transparent that only his Communist 
lackeys could find them credible. 

He has now been rebuffed on almost 
all counts. Even his determined bid to 
have Communist China seated in the U.N. 
has been turned down. 

The Soviet premier did not come to 
New York with any intention of settling 
world problems. He came to intensify 
them, to bully and to propagandize. The 
very presence of top Communist leaders 
from nations overrun by Moscow gave 
the lie to any sincerity in his anticolonial 
prattle. These not only are colonies. They 
are slave states. e 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker of Can- 
ada called the turn in pointing out that 
more than 600 million persons in more 
than 30 countries have been granted in- 
dependence since World War II in the 
empires of Great Britain and France. 
This while aggressive communism has 
enslaved almost as many through force!

But for now Khrushchev has over- 
played his hand. In doing so he has given 
the West its opportunity.

Counties Should Follow 
State Law on Elections 


DeKalb’s attorney says some “Inde- 

pendent” candidates in his county can’t 
get on the ballot in the general election 
without petitions signed by 5 per cent of 
the voters. He says some “Independents” 
can. 
The second part bothers us. 
It means, in effect, that any quack, 
any crank, anybody who wants a little 
free advertising can get his name put on 
the ballot in DeKalb—if he runs for a lo- 
cal office. 


There are candidates from time to 
time who have a legitimate reason for 
wanting to run in the general election 
rather than the party primary. Such can- 
didates ought to be welcome. 

However, something must be done to 
separate such bona fide candidates from 
the crackpots and freeloaders. The vot- 
ers must be protected from getting a 
ballot every other November that looks 
like a giant laundry list. 

There is a reasonable state law that 
does just this. It requires independents 
and candidates of parties that made no 
showing in previous elections to get the 
signatures of 5 per cent of the voters be- 
fore their names can be placed on the 
ballot. 

That’s not many. About 3,000 in 
DeKalb. 

We think DeKalb should apply the 
state formula in its local races. Fulton 
already does. 

A man who can’t get 5 per cent of 


. the voters to request that his name be 


placed on the ballot isn’t likely to be able 
to make much of a showing in the 
election, anyway. (And there’s always a 
write-in campaign. )

He Compares Bloch, Carmichael, Harris 


of Caesar, Crassus, Pompey 


fiscate their estates. Pompey 
marched his army east into 
Greece and Sardinia in an effort 
to rival the fame of Caesar, but 
returning from Gaul, Caesar fol- 


lowed to defeat Pompey at Phar- 
salus, from which place Pompey 
fled to be assassinated as he 
landed on a foreign soil. 


Crassus, the wealthy man of 
the three, financed their war. 
Without provocation, Crassus led 
an army against the Parthians, 
hoping to rival the glory and ex- 
ploits of Caesar and Pompey. His 
army was cut to pieces and he 
was captured. His captors poured 
molten gold down his throat that 
he might be sated in death as he 
was in life.

In modern Georgia we have

_ $o I read Peg Bracken’s “The 
I Hate To Cook Book.” 

First, I dipped into it here 
and there. Then my eye landed 
on the tail end of a sentence 
which read, “ .. . and there 
you are again at quarter to six, 
with your hat still on, staring 
at a pound of hamburger or a 
can of tuna.” 

That is practically the story 
of my life—except it’s usually 
a quarter to seven or later.

cially at the last minute. So I 
was enticed into Miss Bracken’s 
book in spite of myself. And

Despite Miss Bracken’s pro- 
testations to the contrary, her 
cook book is for anybody—those 


who hate to cook, those who 
love to cook and the legions 
who have to read something 
while they hold the line for 
busy gentlemen, with secre- 
taries, who want to speak to 
them but not right away. It is 
bright and: funny and, surpris- 
ingly, useful. 

Miss Bracken begins with the 
premise that you want to sus- 
tain life in your family as pain- 
lessly as possible, from the 
standpoint of the expenditure 
of both money and time. (“ Ac- 
tually,”” she writes, “you can’t 
trust the word ‘quick’ any more. 
Some cookbooks, when they say

The conference also accepted a 
resolution which had not been on 
the agenda of the resolutions com- | 
mittee, urging that the states of 
the conference teach in public 
schools ‘‘the Constitution of the 
United States and its principles.” 


Offered by South Carolina's 
Gov. Ernest Hollings, the reso- 
lution said there has grown up 
in the United States “a genera- 
tion that knows not the Constitu- 
tion.” 

USE OF GUARD PLANES 

In executive session, the gov- 
ernors also adopted a resolution 
asking federal military authori-

* Crayton, his arm bleeding from 
a severed vein, remained pinned 
in the twisted wreckage for about 
half an hour, police said, when 
he heard a car approach—then 
pass by—on the road about 100 
feet away. 


Inside the moving car, three 
Zebulon men, Kelley and Charles 
Caldwell and R. W. Buchanan, 
had noticed the truck but passed 
it off as abandoned wreckage. 
They continued traveling for al- 
most a mile when they became 
curious about the smashed-up ve- 
hicle.

In previous bouts with the Gators, Graves was beside Dodd on 
the Tech bench and Bobby Jr. was a spectator. Hollywood would 
nix the upcoming Saturday script. It is not realistic. No one would 


believe it.

There's a lot of football drama in 
the package which will be unwrapped 
on Florida Field. 


You ask Coach Bobby Dodd how it 
feels to be a leading character in this 
plot. 


“Seriously, I'm looking forward to 
this game with tremendous interest,” 
Dodd replied. ‘‘Naturally, we want to 
win this game very much. But if Tech 
should lose, I'd rather lose to Ray 
Graves than any person I know. We 
were very close friends for a long time. 


“Of course I am interested in seeing what kind of a college 
football player Bobby Jr. is,”” Dodd continued. “It will be the 
first time I’ve seen him play in college. 


“‘There’s still another angle that makes this an unusual game,” 
Dodd added. “‘Our Stanley Gann and Florida’s Larry Libertore are 
two of the most exciting sophomore quarterbacks to appear in the 
Southeastern Conference in a long time. It should be quite a ball 
game. And as I've said before, I think it will be a high scoring 
game.”’ 


—Mrs. Dodd Cast in Difficult Role 


Mrs. Dodd is cast in a difficult role. Tech doesn’t have a more 
loyal fan, but all mothers cheer for their sons. 


“TI look at it this way,’’ Mrs. Dodd said. ‘“‘I hope Brother has a 
great afternoon and Tech wins the game. I’ve never experienced 
anything like this before, but I like what Brother said about it. It’s 
only for one afternoon.”’ 


And via long distance from Gainesville, Fla., Ray Graves dis- 
cussed the game. 


“T really can't describe how it feels to be playing Bobby’s team 
with Bobby Jr. on my team,” Graves said. “I tried to beat Bobby 
fishing and playing tennis for a long time; now I’m going to try 
football.” 


It was mentioned that Graves sometimes upset Dodd on the 
tennis court. 


“Well, we'll be shooting for an upset Saturday,” Graves 
said. “‘It should be quite a ball game. I feel a little better today, 
for it looks as though Libertore should be able to play.”’ 


Libertore was injured in the 3-0 triumph over Florida State last 
week and was listed as a doubtful performer earlier in the week. 


He’s the No. 1 offensive quarterback, and Bobby Jr. is the No. 1 
man on defense. However, Bobby Jr. will see offensive action 
against Tech. 


“What kind of football piayer is Bobby Jr.?’’ Graves repeated 
the question. “He’s a good defensive player, and he'll surprise you 
on offense. He looks much better in a game than he does in prac- 
tice. He’s a smart boy and he has a knack of getting the job done. 
Last week against Florida State, he played only a minute less than 
any back on the team. And he'll play plenty against Tech.”

Graves, of course, knows the Tech personnel, and he’s putting in 
overtime at the movies this week. 


“That one against Rice Saturday night looked familiar,’ Graves 
said. ‘“‘We had several like that when I was there. It reminded me 
of that 6-4 victory over SMU.”’ 


What about the Tech team? 


“They were very impressive in the first game against Ken- 
tucky,” Graves replied. “I think the weather bothered them 
against Rice. But they stopped Rice four plays from the three. 
they scored 16 points with only one touchdown. Only way I see to de- 
fense Tech is to keep them outside your 30, and that’s hard to do.” 


Dodd forecasts a high scoring duel. Does Graves agree? 

“J think that will depend quite a bit on breaks,” Graves 
said. “I believe we can move the ball on Tech, and I don’t 
see how we can stop them.” . ; 

Graves is hoping his offense functions smoother than it did. 
against FSU when the Gators gained more than 300 yards and 
failed to cash a TD. Return of fleet halfback Don Deal to action 
and a healthy Libertore should make a difference.
